British Clear 
Out Japanese 
Near Kohima

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 

Kandy, Ceylon, May 6—British 
troops, in a general offensive to 
remove the threat at Kohima, 
have cleared the Japanese from a 
number of important positions 
around the once encircled city, a 
Southeast Asia communique dis- 
closed today. 

Although the exact location of the 
newly-won positions was not reveal- 
ed, the British forces were reported 
continuing their drive, aimed at 
clearing the enemy from the Kohi- 
ma area before the monsoon season 
starts in less than two weeks. 

The attack on the Japanese was 
being made at all points around 
Kohima, Allied base 60 miles north 
of Imphal, capital of India’s Mani- 


pur state. 
The communique said Allied 
planes were supporting ground 


troops in the drive, which was tak- 
ing a heavy toll of Japanese. 

In the Imphal area, fighting con- 
tinued along an arc west of the 
city and east of Kanglatoni, sev- 
eral miles north of the Imphal 
plain, where Indian troops were 
reported inflicting casualties on 
the enemy, south of the plain and 
near Dishenpur to the southwest. 

Chinese troops, driving down the 
Mogaung valley, overcame Japanese 
defences near the La Kram river as 
they advanced southward from In- 
kangahtawng in northern Burma.

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Gandhi Released 
From Internment

LONDON, May 6—(AP)—Mohan- 
das K. Gandhi, Indian Nationalist 
leader imprisoned 21 months ago, 
was released from detention at 
Poona, India, this morning. 

A dispatch from Poona said Col. 
M. G. Bhandari, ispector general 
of prisons, took Gandhi to “Parna- 
kuti,” palatial residence of Lady 
Vitall Das Thackersey, old friend 
of Gandhi and widow of a Bombay 
merchant. Friends welcomed dim 
there. 

The British government had an- 
nounced it decided on Gandhi's re- 
lease because of his failing health, 


The announcement said: “In 
view of medical reports of Mr. 
Gandhi's health, the government 
of India has decided to release 
him unconditionally. This deci- 
sion has been taken solely on 
medical grounds. 

The 74-year-old Hindu, who has 
survived nine fasts since 1918, was 
imprisoned for the sixth time in 
August, 1942, after political activity 
which the British regarded as ham- 
pering India’s resistance to Japan. 
He was confined in the Aga Khan's 
ornate place at Poona near Bombay,

At Bergen, west of Didsbury, 
50 men are fighting a stubborn 
fire, but this blaze has been re- 
ported as practically under con- 
trol. 

In the Grande Prairie 
south and west of the 
town a large fire is devouring 
valuable timber limits, This con- 
flagration is entirely out of control 
and only a deluge of rain can save 
the timber limits in the district.

Government Expected to Make Statement 
On How Japanese Will Be Dealt With 


OTTAWA, May 6.—(CP)—Defence Minister Ralston said last night in the 
Commons he believed the federal government would make a “full statement” this 
Session on how it plans to deal with the Japanese in Canada after the war. 


They Mean Business 


Col. Ralston, acting prime min- + 
ister in the absence of Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, said he 
believed the statement when 
made “would forecast as much as 
is possible at this stage” of what 
would be done with the Japanese, 


The minister made the statement 
when he interrupted a debate on 
an estimate in the labor depart- 
ment’s war estimates which pro- 
vided $2,750,000 for the removal of 
enemy aliens from protected areas. 
Members who spoke on the item 
had urged Labor Minister Mitchell 
to reveal what action the govern- 
ment planned to take to solve the 
Japanese problem after the war. 


UNAWARE OF PLANS 


Mr. Mitchell had said he was un- 
able to say at this time what action 
would be taken, 

Col Ralston said he knew Prime 
Minister King had the problem un- 
der personal consideration. 

There was no domestic question 
of more importance as far as ex- 
ternal affairs were concerned 
than the Japanese question. But 
the policy the government would 
adopt in dealing with the problem 
would have to be announced after 
each and every word had been 
weighed, 

“We can't expect government 
ministers to stand up in their places 
and reveal at once what the policy 
will be,” said Col. Ralston. 

He said he felt it was not necess- 
ary to have a statement made on the 
policy immediately. If he felt it was 
necessary he would cable the prime 
minister, who was secretary of state 
for external affairs, and ask him to 
make a statement. The question 
could be discussed again when the 
estimates for the external affairs 
department came before the house. 


THINKS OF CAPTIVES 

Col. Ralston said one reason why 
he didn’t like to hear the question 
discussed was because of the fact 


that there were Canadians still in 
Japanese hands, 

The defence minister spoke after 
A. W. Neill (Ind.-Comox-Alberni) 
joined those who urged that Mr. 
Mitchell make a statement of policy. 


Mr. Neill said the Japanese 
should be expatriated after the 
war in their own interest, because 
there might be “bloodshed” when 
the “white man” came back from 
the war. 


Spreading the Japanese through- 
out Canada would simply lead to 
“spreading the evil.” 

He said he felt that the Commons 
should be discussing what privi- 
leges would be extended to reurned 
men instead of what privileges 
would be extended to the Japanese. 


SUGGESTS AGREEMENT 


“I suppose some international 
agreement will be drawn up to deal 
with the Japanese,” said Mr. Mitch- 
ell during the debate. “I don't think 
anyone knows at present what the 
Policy is going to be.” 

Mr. Mitchell said he understood 
the perplexity of the problem. 
Some people in British Colubmia 
did not want the Japanese to re- 
turn there after the war, Because 
of speeches of some of the mem- 
bers and of other people, many 
people in eastern Canada pictured 
the Japanese “as a man running 
around with a knife in his mouth.” 

“Nonsense,” said Fit. Lt. James 
Sinclair (L.—Vancouver North.) 


“You can call it nonsense if you 
like, but it is true,” said Mr. 
Mitchell. 

“Why send them back to British 
Columbia then?” asked George 
Cruickshank (L.—Fraser Valley.) 

The minister said “nobody has 
said that we are going to send them 
back to British Columbia,” 


WILL BE REMOVED 


Mr. Cruickshank said the agree- 
ments signed by the federal gov- 
ernment contained a clause which 
said that Japanese moved into a 
province from a protected area 
would be removed on request after 
the war. 

The agreements said the Jap- 
anese would be returned’ to British 
Columbia, said Mr, Cruickshank, 

“They say no such thing,” said 
Mr. Mitchell. 

“They certainly do,” replied Mr. 
Cruickshank, “Table the agree- 
ments. You are afraid to.” 

Mr. Mitchell didn’t reply. 

The argument began when 
Howard Green (P.C.-Vancouver 
South) asked if the government 
planned to remove all the Jap- 
anese from British Columbia and 
if it planned to keep them out 
of the province for good. Mr. 
Green also asked whether any 
plans were being drawn up to 


return the Japanese to Japan 
and what the government plan- 
ned to do if a province asked for 
the removal of Japanese moved 
out of protected areas.

Between 1,000 and 2,000 Japanese 
in Canada wanted to return to 
Japan and not all of them were 
Japanese nationals. The 61 fami- 
lies repatriated to Japan last year 
were for the most part naturalized 
Canadians. 


NOT MEASURE OF LOYALTY 

Naturalization could not be taken 
as an indication of the loyalty of 
Japanese. The government should 
attempt to find out what Japanese 
were loyal. Such an attempt had 
been made in the United States 
and thousands of Japanese refused 
to forswear allegiance to Japan or 
to swear unqualified allegiance to 
the United States. 

“If the Japanese government 
would leave these people alone, 
things would be different,’ said 
Mr. Green, 

The Japanese government held 
interest in Japanese who moved 
to foreign countries, he said, The 
Tokyo radio referred to such 
Japanese as being in “the front 
line of overseas expansion.” 

Even more bitterness against 

eastern Canada would be caused in

“HALF-HEARTED” EFFORT

best of the Japanese race, The 
government attempt at dispersal of 
the Japanese in the last year had 
been “half-hearted.” 

In reply to questions of Hon, 
Grote Stirling (P.C.-Yale), Mr. 
Mitchell said that as far as pos- 
sible it was proposed to use Jap- 
anese in essential employment.

C.C.F, “SUPPORTERS” 

If the Japanese had been granted 
the vote they would have voted “en 
bloc for the C.C.F.”, said Mr, Reid. 

British Columbia members had 
urged the federal government to do 
something about the Japanese pro- 
blem, but no action was taken until 
the outbreak of war, The members 
feared the government might not 
take any action after the war to 
solve the problem and “this we 
Rian to fight every inch of the way.” 

Mr. Reid said that at one time 
his name was plastered through- 
out Japan as “Public Enemy 
No. 1.” This had been after he 
Opposed granting the Japanese 
the vote, 

No Japanese national had made 
any attempt to renounce his alleg- 
iance to Japan and become a citi- 
zen of Canada, Those who had 
become citizens admitted when 
questioned that they would put 
their allegiance to Japan first if 
war came, 

Evidence the Japanese retained 
their citienship was seen in docu- 
ments which revealed that Japanese 
on the Pacific coast of Canada and 
the United States had sent as much 
as $45,000,000 to Japan prior to the 
outbreak of war. 


NO PRACTICAL KNOWLEDGE 


Mr. Reid said that “close to the 
government” was a group of high 
officials who had idealistic opinions 
without practical knowledge. He 
said he was concerned about their 
influence in respect to the Japanese 
question, 

He said he did not think “bigger 
liars” existed than the Japanese 
who spread propaganda throughout 
the world. 

“Misgiving” was caused by ar- 
rangements made by the British 
Columbia Security Commission to 
assemble funds for Japanese reha- 
bilitation, he said, 

“Where are they to be rehabili- 
tated?” asked Mr, Reid.

After the war defence would still 
be a problem as the Japanese would 
“breed” again and would seek liv- 
ing space.

The increases sought totalled 
more than the cash surplus of the 
C.N.R. and net income of the C.P.R, 

“To sanction such stupendous ad- 
ditions to the expenses of the rail- 
ways, without a compensating in- 
crease in freight rates and in pas- 
senger rates would be to deal a 
destructive blow to the railways 
and the economic structure of Can- 
ada,” the brief said. 


RESENT SUGGESTION 


The brotherhoods in their re- 
buttal to the railway brief said they 
“resented” a suggestion that there 
was any violation of an agreement 
of July, 1941. The unions said at 
that time it could not be foreseen 
that conditions would reach a point 
where wage increases were gen- 
eral and government policy had to 
be amended to meet the new con- 
ditions with new peaks in income 
taxation, 

The bases on which the 1941 
agreement was determined were 
changed when new wage control 
and cost-of-living bonus legisla- 
tion were introduced. 

The brotherhood said references 
by the railways to violation of the 
agreement were “red herrings” and 
had caused resentment among the 
employees. The unions also said 
that references by the railways to 
the differences in Canadian and 
United States currencies were ir- 
relevant and tended to confuse the 
issue as the workers were asking 
for increased wages in Canadian 
and not United States funds,

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Where To Put Savings 


Canadians at the end of March had $2,- 
225,417,000 deposited in the savings de- 
partments of the chartered banks. The 
amount had gone up more than $335,000,- 
000 during the preceding twelve months, 
though during that time two bond issues 
aggregating $3,300,000,000 had been heav- 
ily oversubscribed, the number of buyers 
breaking all records, and heavier-than-ever 
war taxes had been paid. 

This disposes of any possible sugges- 
tion that the Sixth Victory Loan is taxing 
the buying capacity of the nation. It calls 
for little more than half the amount of 
money lying in the vaults of the savings 
banks. Of course not all this money could 
be used to buy bonds. Much of it consists 
of small deposits. Much of it is money 
which the depositors must keep ready to 
hand for emergencies, or foreseeable re- 
quirements in the near future. 

But the bulk of it might as well be earn- 
ing 3 per cent in Victory bonds as earning 
only half the amount as savings deposits. 
And besides this huge sum piled in the 
savings vaults of the chartered banks, a 
good deal is carried in the savings depart- 
ment of the post: office, and in current 
accounts on which no interest at all is paid. 

For reasons both private and public it 
would be well if a large proportion of these 
savings were translated into bonds, The 
owners of the money would get twice the 
return they now get. And the amount of 
buying power, which might at any time be 
thrown into the commodity market to 
force prices upward, would be reduced. 
For both reasons it is advisable to dig into 
the savings account and buy some bonds. 
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Race Prejudice 


It is practically impossible to under- 
stand why any citizens of a country which 
is fighting a moral war for the principles 
of equality among nations and freedom 
from racial intolerance should go out of 
their way to wantonly insult a distinguish- 
ed visitor whose skin happens not to be 
white.

But the fact that she is 
a Negress is infinitesimal beside the fact 
that she is one of the most gifted singers 
of the age. 

There is no law which compels fastid- 
ious people to associate with other people 
whose general color scheme is not fashion- 
able. But when this fastidiousness or pre- 
tended fastidiousness is so remarkably 
fine-drawn, there are certain inferences to 
be made. 

Toronto makes a great fuss about its 
culture, its devotion to art. Yet here we 
have an incident where the people of this 
allegedly artistic centre are more concern- 
ed about social snobbery than about hon- 
oring a great artist. Perhaps this is the 
sort of thing which makes Toronto 
“good.”

What Are the Facts? 


One hundred thousand railwaymen are 
asking for increased wages. If granted, 
this would cost the railways an estimated 
$100,000,000 per year. That would pretty 
well absorb the wartime profits which are 
now being turned into the Dominion treas- 
ury by the Canadian National system, and 
Se a affect the net earnings of 
the C.P.R. Should traffic ease down when 
the war ends, one of three things would 
have to happen. Wages must be cut down, 
transportation charges must go up, or 
railway deficits must be met by the gen- 
eral taxpayers in one way or another. 

If the railwaymen are underpaid in 
comparison to men in other occupations, 
none of these considerations should count. 
They should in that event get increases 
which would put them on an even footing. 
The question seems to resolve into one of 
fact rather than argument. Whether the 
railway workers are underpaid, their ser- 
vices, risks, and conditions of employment 
considered, is the point that needs atten- 
tion. 

It is to be supposed the applicants feel 
that they are not being properly compen- 
sated in comparison with wage rates in 
comparable occupations, For they know 
as well as anyone that wage boosts which 
affect large classes of people, if out of pro- 
portion to the general wage level, must 
react to raise the general cost of living, 
increase the pressure on the price ceiling, 
and heighten the danger of inflation. 
Knowing this, their claim to higher pay 
must be supposed to be based on a belief 
that their pay is out of line with that of 
other men engaged in essential services 
where conditions of work are more or less 
similar, 

Whether this belief is borne out by 
facts can be ascertained by an examina- 
tion of wage rates. It is to be assumed 
that the War Labor Board will make such 
an examination the starting point of its 
study of the case. 


Clearing the Ground 


Allied bombers are now concentrating 
on railway targets in a coastal belt 100 
miles deep from Cologne to the Bay of 
Biscay. This is the most direct hint yet 
given as to where it is planned to land the 
invasion forces, The evident purpose is to 
destroy the network of railways by which 
Nazi reserves could be rushed to points of 
attack, The “belt” covers more than 500 
miles of coast line, including harbors in 


Holland, Belgium and France. This gives 
plenty of room for feints and multiple 
landings, and will compel Rommel to 
spread his defence troops over a long 
stretch of coastline offering numberless 
favorable spots for an invasion in force. 

With American heavy bombers joining 
in the intensified assault on the coastal 
area, figures just released give some idea 
of the weight of the air blows now falling 
upon the Axis ‘‘west wall” defences. In 18 
days Allied airmen dropped 82,000 tons of 
bombs on enemy targets. In these opera- 
tions 54,000 planes were employed, Of 
these, 632 were lost, against 838 enemy 
planes known to have been destroyed. On 
the short run to the coastal zone the ton- 
nage of bombs can be, and no doubt is, 
even heavier. The boasted “impregna- 
bility” of the defences which the enemy 
has built up there in nearly four years of 
heroic effort is being given a test that can 
hardly have been looked for. 

When the invasion troops push off from 
Britain they will know that the airmen 
have done all that could be done to clear 
landing places for them and to lessen the 
danger they will encounter. The terrific 
softening-up bombing is also a life-saving 
operation on behalf of our soldiers and 
sailors.

Observers at Ottawa see a chance that 
farmers may next fall be able to market all 
their wheat as early as they please. The 
elevators, interior and terminal, are being 
emptied at a rate never approached in 
recent years. The outlook is that by the 
end of the marketing year, July 31st, the 
wheat carryover will be down to 330,000,- 
000 bushels. It was 600,000,000 bushels at 


‘the end of July last year. Hence there may 


be no delivery “quota” when the 1944 crop 
is threshed. So may it be.

Admiral Koga, commander in chief of 
the Japanese fleet, has been “killed in 
action,” according to the Tokyo radio, 
The demise of his predecessor, Admiral 
Yamamoto, was announced in the same 
terms. It was fairly well established later 
that Yamamoto committed suicide, fore- 
seeing the fate that he and his associate 
junkers had set in train for Japan. Per- 
haps Koga, after thinking it over for a 
couple of years, decided that Yamamoto’s 
foresight was accurate, and took the same 
means to rid himself of responsibility. Cer- 
tainly Japan’s position now is in keeping 
with Yamamoto's despairing view of the 
course that events would take.

Security and the Birth Rate 


From the Toronto Telegram 

Professor Watson Kirkconnell is 
undoubtedly Canada’s outstanding 
authority on population trends and 
immigration. He has studieid every 
phase of these two problems, so 
vital to a young country like Can- 
ada. He has done prodigious re- 
search and the statistics he pro- 
duces, such as to the Empire club 
recently, are irrefutable. 

When he points out the alarming 
population trend wherein “the Ang- 
lo-Saxons have become an actual 
minority in Canada,” and that “%a 
century hence will see them at per- 
haps 25 per cent. of Canada’s popu- 
lation,” there is cause to worry. 

When he declares ,that “all de- 
velopment is against any sudden 
and fantastic influx of new popula- 
tion because our national develop- 
ment, at least in our lifetime and 
that of our children, is likely to be 
on a modest scale, with 20 millions 
as a possible limit for the rest of 
the century,” Professor Kirkconnell 
is speaking with a voice of some 
authoriity, 

Nor even when he says that im- 
migration alone will uot solve the 

a 


problem but rather immigration 
and an increased birth rate, do we 
take up argument, 


But when Professor Kirkconnell, 
in remarking on the alarming fail- 
ure of Anglo-Canadians to main 
tain a survival birth rate, blames 
it on a love of soft liviing and per- 
sonal comfort, we raise voice on | 
behalf of the young men and wo-| 
men of Canada who should be hay- 
ing large families, 


“They have preferred a_ high 
standard of life to a home full of 
children,” Professor Kirkconnell 
states. “A taste of personal com- 
fort brings reluctance to sacrifice 
it for the sake of numerous chil- 
dren.” € 


It is true economic conditions 
play no small part in Canada’s 
waning birth rate and if, by “taste 
for personal comfort” Professor 
Kirkconnell means a desire for 
security then we agree. Lack: of 
security does beget birth contro) 
It is lack of security together 
with the high cost of clothing, edu- 
cating and caring for children, 
particularly in urban centres 

The white-collared fathers and 
mothers of this Dominian were 


badly frightened during the de- 
pression when not only their own 
security crumbled into ashes but 
also the security of their children, 

In all provinces, except New 
Brunswick, there has been a 
steady decrease in the birth rate, 
In New Brunswick, where there 
has never been either great 
prosperity or great depressions, 
the birth rate has remained static, 
In Ontario, where the depression 
years hit hardest, the birth rate 
decreased most. This seems to in- 
dicate that security plays a large 
part in declining birth rate. 

It will take time and it will 
take statesmen to rebuild the 
faith of youth that has been shat- 
tered by depressions and war. But 
when that faith is revived, there 
will be, surely, bigger and better 
families to take up the heritage 
that is Canada's,

U.S. Government Gives Up 
Oil Exploration Program 
In Northwestern Canada

Sgman. Tom kEardy of Welland,

We rig- 
ged a makeshift sail from two 
pieces of tarpaulin, The motor | 
got going again about five min- 
utes after 11 o'clock, but we only 
did about four knots.” 
Two Messerschmitts 
over the boat, attracted by the 
waving sailors who had mistaken 
them for Spitfires, but the enemy 
planes left them alone.

“The second torpedo hit us 
about the second funnel on the 
leeward side,” Audet related. “It 

was lucky for us the whaler had 

not been lowered. Debris and 
great blobs of burning oil came 
showering down, We ducked un- 
der the whaler for cover. | put 
up my hands to cover my face. 

They protected my face all right, 

but my hands got burnt. 

“The ship heeled over and I roll- 
ed under the cutter. A lot more 
debris came down on top of it. 
There were more blobs of burning 
oil falling. I fell over the side! 
and struck out to swim clear. The | 
stern went under first and then 
the bow reared up and she stood | 
on end clear back to the bridge and 
then slipped back. I was drifting 
about when the Haida’s boat came 
along.”

discussed.

Foreign secretary Anthony Eden's 
explanations of the peace terms for 
Germany and post-war plans, both 
of which have been tentatively blue- 
printed, have been warmly ap- 
proved by all the prime ministers, 
jt was learned, and the discussions 
are now moving from international 
policy to matters affecting the 
future of the Commonwealth. 

One important subject in this 
category is migration, which is 
admitted to be a difficult one on 
which to reach a general agree- 
ment. As the official spokesman 
said, “it is necessary to see what 
economic conditions will be like 
both in the United Kingdom and 
the dominions before conclusions 
can be reached on the extent of 
immigration from the homeland 
to the oversea countries,” 

Large numbers of those serving 
in the United Kingdom forces have 
evinced a desire to settle in Canada 
after the war and there will inevit- 
ably be a large-scale migration of 
war brides of Canadian soldiers.

Tommy Hitchcock 
Died Returning to 
“Greatest Sport” 


By HARRY GRAYSON 

NEW YORK, May 6.--Lt. Col, 
Thomas Hitchcock's death in a 
plane crash in England further 
illustrates that war knows no class 
distinction, 

Everybody's in it, 
the immaculate, pampered blue 
blood of Park Avenue or the} 
grimed inhabitant of the alley on 
the wrong side of the tracks. A 
man like Tommy Hitchcock, dar- 
ling of the Meadow Brook smart 
set, and Commando Kelly of the 
Pittsburgh tenements are on equal 
footing in Uncle Sam's uniform. 

Hitchcock died as he would have 
had it—smack dab in the thick of 
things.

“Polo is exciting, but you can't 
compare it to flying in wartime,” 
he said at the outbreak of World 
War II. “People consider duck- 
hunting sport because they get the 
thrill of shooting something down. 
It's not. real sport unless the duck 
can shoot back at you, That's what 
flying is in a war, 

“It was exciting because I was 
young, but I wouldn't enjoy flying 
and fighting now,” he added. “It 
would be a painful duty.” 

It was the thrill of the hunt, 
however, as much as his flaming 
patriotism that brought the over- 
aged Tommy Hitchcock, who did 
not have to go, back to the wars.

*~ Burning roof tops, the flash of 


exploding shells and the crack of 
rifle fire, were simulated as part 
of the sham battle staged in Ed- 
monton's downtown area Friday 
night by units of the 41st Brigade, 
Canadian (Reserve) Army. 

Approximately 5,000 people wit- 
nessed the realistic portrayal of 
what “could happen here.” Thunder 
flashes, blank cartridges, smoke 
pots and flares, gave onlooXers an 
idea of what warfare In their own 
streets could mean. 

The 2nd (Reserve) Battalion, 
Edmonton Fusiliers, were parad- 
ing on Jasper avenue, west of 101 
street, when a_ dispatch rider 
brought the news that “Jap” troops 
had entered the east end of the 
city. 

A barricade was immediately set 
up at 101st street, and carriers, in 
an encircling movement came up 
in the enemy’s rear. One detach- 
ment of the enemy infiltrated along 
Jasper avenue towards 101 street, 
while another moved up in the lane 
south of Jasper. 

Lt. Col. R. W. Hale, M.C., E.D., 
detected and “shot” two of the 
enemy. One of the carriers was 
captured by the Japs and put to 


their own use. It moved slowly up 
the avenue with the “dead” driver 
dangling over the side, 
CLOTHES TORN OFF 

An enraged civilian dashed from 


the crowd and attacked one of the 
Japs. He was clubbed and _ his 


“wife,” who rushed to his rescue 
was grabbed by a couple of the 
Japs. Her clothes were torn off her 
and she was dragged into a door- 
way. 

As the Japs advanced to the in- 
tersection, “bodies” littered the 
roadway. Two of the enemy were 
shot trying to raise the Japanese 
flag at 101 street. 

The detachment advancing by 
way of the lane joined the sec- 
ond enemy detachment and the 
two were engaged by the Fusi- 
liers, Allied carriers approach- 
ing from the rear cut the enemy 
off from escape. 

The main engagement took place 
under the banner bearing the 
slogan of the Sixth Victory Loan, 
“Put Victory First!” 

After several minutes of intense 
fighting a green Verey signal, sig- 
nifying success, shot into the air 
and the Fusiliers marched off with 
|a number of Jap prisoners, 
| CARE OF WOUNDED 
Members of the 4th Casualty 
| Clearing Station cared for the 
| wounded, loading them Into an am- 
bulance, and the 13th Field Hy- 
|giene Section truck picked up the 
| dead and carried them away, 

Also taking part in the demon- 
stfation were members of E Troop, 
Cavalry signals. 

The Fusiliers were under the 
command of Lt.-Col. H. E. Pearson, 
M.C., and Major F. W. Kemp, as! 
second-in-command. 

Lt.-Col. Walter Hale made ar- 
rangements for the enemy units, 
which included men from the 2nd 


(Reserve) Battalion, Loyal Edmon- 
ton Regiment and the 4th (Reserve) 
Armored Divisional Troops Com- 
pany, R.C.A.S.C. 

J. F. Howarth and three assist- 
ants from the Edmonton Little 
Theatre had charge of the make-up 
of the Japanese forces, while Fire 
Chief James Macgregor kept fire 
trucks with spare hose in the lane 
south of Jasper to prevent outbreak 
of fire from the flares and smoke 
bombs. 

The city police detachment was 
under command of Sgt. Robert 
Hughes. Fit.-Lt. W, Larocque com- 
manded the airmen from No, 3 “M” 
Depot who kept the crowd back on 
the north side of Jasper. Lt. J. Mc- 
Athey commanded the detachment 


from the Canadian Provost Corps.

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The technical term for it is a 
mouth swallower—it is called 
philately, meaning the systematic 
collection of postage stamps. To 
the three women who operate the 
stamp window at the Edmonton 
main post office, however, it 
means just another postage sale, 
only a little more difficult. 

The ordinary folks who buy 
three’s and four’s and air mail 
seven's or even a 10-cent special de- 
livery at times, would be amazed at 
the landslide business the post of- 
fice does on collector items and 
how many “regular” stamp col- 
lector customers there are in 
Edmonton, 

Young and old, from all walks of 
life, including one of Alberta's out- 
standing jurists, the philatelists are 
constantly looking for treasured 
new issues or old favorites. 
FUSSY ABOUT DETAILS 

They usually buy their 
in blocks of four and are fussy 
about» details such as whether the 
stamp is well centered and clear 
and if the serial block number is 
marked on the top of the section of 
the sheet they buy. 

However, stamp collectors are 
just one part of the daily routine 
in a postage department that does 
hundreds of dollars worth of busi- 
ness in a day. 

Selling postage stamps is down 
to a science. The women can 
glance at a sheet and tear off 
the requested number of stamps 
and tell you the cost without 
touching a pencil or paper. They 
can judge the weight of an en- 
velope just by the feel although 
they make sure py putting it on 
the scale. 

Life at the stamp window is hec- 
tic. The women never know what 
kind of question they will be asked 
next and nine times out of ten they 
can supply the answer, 

How much does it cost to send 
an airmail letter to China? What 
is the best way of mailing this let- 
ter? How should I write to my 
husband overseas? To the three 
women, these questions are practic- 
ally part of every day’s work. 
INTERESTING TOO 

And can a postage stamp be in- 
teresting even to a non-collector? 
Just cast your eyes on the brilliant 
hued stamps in purples, blues, reds 
and browns, depicting Canada’s air 
power and military strength, rang- 
ing in all sizes according to denom- 
ination. 

In any event, a postage stamp is 
no: impersonal thing. . You'd” be 
surprised, one woman stamp 
vendor said, how much character 
is revealed in a postage stamp 
sale, the way people talk, how 
they phrase their request, the 
way they handle money. 

Its even a character give away 
after it passes over the counter and 
is pasted onto the letter or pack- 
age—posted upside down, in the 
wrong corner of the letter, slanted 
on the envelope, frayed at the 
edges from being carried around in 
a vest pocket, a smudge of lipstick 
at the corner, and a hundred and 
one other examples of personal 
characteristics. 

STRICTLY FOR LADIES 

The postage stamp department is 
the only department at the post 
office which has always been a 
women’s department. The late 
Suzan Ansell was the first woman 
to operate it since the opening of 
the post office and since then there 
have been others, 

Miss Marguerite Third, 10728 
103 street, is supervisor and has 
been in the department since 
1936, Assisting her are Mrs. Lillie 
Nichol, 10965 127 street, and Mrs. 
Alice Collins, 10713 112 street. 

All three women admit a common 
weakness—they enjoy their work 
and find the business of selling 
stamps a most fascinating one. No, 
none are philatelists themselves. 
They feel they see enough stamps 
all day to satisfy their interest,

Vast Pole Army 
Awaits Opening 
Of Second Front 


vast underground army is 
stint in Poland for the open- 
ing of the second front, Dr. Julius 
Szygowki, Winnipeg, Polish con- 
sul for Western Canada, stated on 
his arrival here, Saturday, in the 
course of a tour of the prairie 
Provinces, This army, he said, 
would co-operate with the Rus- 
sian, British and American forces 
when the invasion started, 


Dr. Szygowki will be the principal 
speaker at a rally of Polish resi- 
dents in Northern Alberta to be 
held at the Memorial Hall on Sun- 
day at 2:30 p.m. at which a scroll 
will be presented to Edmonton 
Polish residents in honor of the 200 
Poles from this city who enlisted in 
Canada’s armed forces. 

He said that the underground 
movement in Poland, both adminis- 
trative and military, was co-operat- 
ing closely with the Polish govern- 
ment in exile. The movement, he 
added, has a subsidiary government | 
in Poland, 


WILL BE READY 

The underground will be ready | 
when the invasion comes, and will 
co-operate with the British, Ameri- 
can, and Russian forces as they ad- 
vance against the Germans, He said 
that the movement was now co- 
operating with the Russian armies, 
but that the invasion of Poland was 
so slight at present that this co- 
operation was now clarified. | 

Dr. Szygowki said that it was 
possible that some members of 
the underground movement would 
leave Poland shortly for London. 
Five members of this movement 
have arrived in London already, 
he said, including “a very prom- 
inent man who conferred with Rt. 
Hon, Anthony Eden,” British for- 
eign minister. 

Speaking on the post-war prob- 
lems facing Poland Dr, Szygowki | 
Said there would not be a commun- | 
istic or socialistic government in 
that country after the war. The gov- 
ernment will be one that will be 
formed by a majority of peasant | 
and labor people who believe 
strongly in the principle of private 
ownership,

One idea is as impossible of | 
accomplishment as the other. It 
is a happy thing for any child 
that a careless mother has no 
power to saddle it with the 
tragedy of deformity. The baby 
of the art, literature and music- 
appreciative parent loses nothing 
because the influence does not 
start before birth. There is 
plenty of opportunity after birth 
for the parent to exert these in- 
fluences. 


This is only to say that the moth- 


}er’s inability to mark her baby, 
either for good or ill, is all in the 
interest of the child. Thoughts, 
however evil, sights, however 
shocking, emotions, however dis- 
tressing, leave no mark upon the 
child, These nervous reactions 


cannot be transmitted to the child, 
There is no physical pathway by 
means of which they can be. 
And it is well that this is true.

But a mother does have control 
over her nutrition, She can con- 
trol her appetite so that she 
doesn't eat unwisely nor all she 
wants of some food for no bet- 
ter reason than that she “hank- 
ers” for it.

Paralysis is commonly regarded 
as a discase, whereas it is only a 
symptom. It is defined as a “loss 
of motion or sensation in a living 
part,” and when we say that a 
person is paralyzed, we are re 
ferring to the loss of movement 
seen in some particular part. The 
loss of movement may last for only 
a short time or may be perman- 
ent, 

Movement is originated in vol- 
untary muscles, by a command 
rasing in the brain itself, the com- 
mand to move being sent out over 
a special nerve called a motor 
nerve, There are two halves in the 
brain and each half takes care of 
the muscles of the opposite side 
of the body. That is, an interfer- 
ence with the impulses coming 
from the left side of the brain will} 
cause paralysis of the muscles of 
the right side of the body, and vice 
versa. This is brought about by a 
crossing over of the structures, 
which cross in the form of an X, 
impulses coming from the right 
side being switched over to the 
nerve fibres going to the léft side 
and those from the left half of the 


brain crossing over to the right 
side. The impulses which move the 
muscles originate in the appropri- 
ate brain centres of the brain, 
called the motor areas. The im- 
pulse travels along the motor path- 
way to direct contact. Any inter- 
ruption at any point along this 
motor pathway will break up the 


connection and the impulse will 
then fail to reach the right muscle 
Such an interruption may arise 
in the brain or in the spinal cord 
if the interruption arises in the 
spinal cord, then the paralysis 
which follows will oceur on the 
same side of the body. 

The various descriptive terms 
applied to paralysis refer to the 
distribution of the loss of move- 
ment; thus, monoplegia means that 
one limb is paralyzed or that one 
side of the face is affected; hemi- 
plegia means a half-stroke and re- 
fers to paralysis of the face, leg 
and arm on one side of the body. 
Hemiplegia is a very common form 
of paralysis, and simply means that 
all of one side is affected; how- 
ever, certain parts may escape, as 
for example, the face or the trunk 
muscles, leaving an entire arm and 
an entire leg involved. 

The causes of parlysis Include: 
injury to the motor fibres by ac- 
cident, toxic conditions, infections, 
rupture of a blood vessel, and the 
formation of a blood clot on the 
brain. The most common cause of 
paralysis is that form resulting 
from hardening of the arteries 
which induces a “stroke,” the 
stroke being followed by paralysis. 
Blood vessel disorders in which the 
arteries become hard and brittle 
at the same time that very small 
points of softening form, are the 
chief cause of hemiplegia. One of 
these softened points may give

way, bringing on the hemorrhag- 
ing which induces paralysis. The 
paralysis may entirely disappear 
within a reasonable period of time 
yet the possibility of a recurrence 
of the stroke should be borne in 
mind. When hemiplegia is caused 
by a damaged condition of the 
spinal cord, the paralysis will oe 
cur on the side which is the same 
as the side of the spinal cord 
which has been injured; if it is 
caused by accident to one of the 
arteries in the brain, the paralysis 
will develop on the side of the | 
body opposite to the side of the 
brain involved. 

In the treatment of any form of 
paralysis it is important to de- 
termine the cause and the treat-, 
ment should be directed to remov- 
ing that cause. Sometimes it is 
possible to prevent a stroke by 
having the patient use a careful 
diet, avoid mental strain or excite- 
ment, secure adequate elimination, | 
and by having him avoid strenu- | 
ous activity. When the physician 
in charge of the case recognizes | 
the fact that due to hardening of | 
the arteries and high blood pres- 
sure, a stroke is a distinct possi- | 
bility he should instruct the pa- | 
tient in those careful habits of 
living which will give the weak- | 
ened arteries sufficient protection 
to prevent a stroke from occurring.

Some districts report as much as 
50 per cent barley and oats seeded 
while others state no start has yet 
been made. 


Wheat acreage this year will 
show an increase of from 5 per 
cent to 25 per cent, with the aver- 
age somewhere between 12 per 
cent and 15 per cent. Coarse grain 
acreage in the majority of dis- 
tricts will remain about the same 
as last year while in others there 
may be a slight decrease. Flax 
acreage, however, will be decreas- 
ed from 5 per cent to as much as 
40 per cent. 

Swine production will remain 
steady, Farmers will milk slightly 
more cows this year than ever be- 
fore, Poultry production is booming 
and egg production is the heaviest 
it has ever been at this time of the 
year. 


LABOR SITUATION 


The farm labor situation is still

The Edmonton Junior Chamber 
of Commerce will conduct a 
venereal disease education cam- | 
| paign here as its contribution to |

| Told by authorities that venereal | 
disease is Canada’s major wartime | 
public health problem, the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce of Canada} 
decided at its 1943 national confer- | 
ence to make social hygiene educa- 
tion a major project, Affiliated | 
groups throughout the country are | 
on the home-front battle line.

“It has been officially estimated 
that there are in Canada 300,000 per- 
sons who have syphilis, and that} 
of these, 200,000 do not know they 
have beew infected. Thirty thousand 
of these, it has been said, are likely 
fo die prematurely of syphilis-rid 
dled brains and hearts and in many 
| cases families will be left dependent 
on the community, 

“During the last war there were 
60,000 cases of venereal disease in 
the Canadian army, Since the be- 
ginning of this war it it computed 
the armed services have suffered 
35,000 The air force alone, 
which is reputed to have the lowest 
infection rate, is said to have lost 
70,000 man-days due to this disease, 

“Members of the armed forces 
are being infected in our commun-

ities,’ Mr. Sadd continued, “They 
are not being infected in their 
training camps or on shipboard 


From all over Canada come reports 
}of home-front casualties from ven- 
ereal diseases. We are told also that 
}the civilian infection rate is gen- 
|} erally higher than that in the armed 
| forces 

“It is up to us to make our com- 
munities safe, to replace ignorance 
with information, and to enlist 
}everyone in the campaign to free 
|Canada of these diseases,” Mr.
